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ALLAN  V.B.  CLARK 
MEMORIAL  AWARD 

By  Harold  Collins  - WNWA 

Starting  himself  late  in 
life  in  the  coin  dealing  bu- 
siness, Allan  Clark  was  an 
inspiration  to  me,  and  beca- 
use of  this  I have  been  awa- 
rding placques  to  fellow 
Wisconsinites  for  their  un- 
selfishness in  promoting  the 
hobby  through  youth. 

Allan  Clark,  born  April 
27,  1902,  started  dealing  in 
coins  in  1958,  and  helped 
start  me  up  in  dealing  in 
1959  after  I moved  next  door 
to  him  at  the  age  of  11. 
Allan  worked  his  business 
out  of  his  home,  a trailer 
house  located  halfway  betwe- 
en Oconomowoc  and  Okauchee, 
and  through  a P.O.Box  (#1 ) 
in  Dousman. 

I had  already  been  coll- 
ecting coins,  since  the  age 
of  9 5 but  at  this  age  it  was 
definately  a hinder  to  spend 
up  to  $50  for  an  XF  09-S-VBD 
or  to  pop  that  same  $50  for 
a Fine  14-D.  With  Allan's 
help,  and  that  of  my  father, 
it  soon  became  easy  to  buy 
and  acquire  these  needed 
rarities,  but  this  would  not 
have  been  easy  without  some 
guidance . 

At  the  time  that  the 
move  to  Wisconsin  by  my  par- 
ents became  necessary,  I had 
already  started  collecting 
odd  coins  because  of  a truck 
driver  paying  for  his  30+ 
gallons  of  fuel  with  a 10 


dollar  bill  and  a buffalo 
nickel.  (Do  you  still  remem- 
ber the  3O0  gallon?).  My  pa- 
rents owned  a truck  stop  at 
which  I gained  allowance 
money  by  working  the  pumps 
or  in  the  kitchen  dish  wash- 
ing. My  father  decided  to  go 
into  the  coin-operated  laun- 
dry sales,  and  one  of  his 
first  sales  was  to  a fellow 

that  wanted  three  separate 
locations.  Well,  with  our 
move  to  this  trailer  court 
near  Oconomowoc,  and  having 
dad  bring  home  some  bags  of 
coins  from  Waukesha,  Pewau- 
kee,  and  Oconomowoc  laun- 
dry's each  night,  it  seemed 
as  though  Allan  got  nosey 
about  the  bags.  With  his 
guidance  I started  sorting 
these  bags  for  the  terrific 
finds.  I can  still  remember 
taking  about  $2  face  in  co- 
ins and  getting  $15  from 
Allan. 

Well,  with  the  suggest- 
ion of  Allan,  it  was  decided 
that  I should  start  hanging 
onto  some  of  these  coins, 
for  future  resale,  which  was 
nearer  than  I had  thought. 
About  three  weeks  later  All- 
an invited  me  to  a club  mee- 
ting and  told  me  to  bring 
along  some  of  thoes  duplic- 
ates. To  say  the  least,  the 
sales  went  good,  and  with 
further  suggestions  Allan 
had  me  coming  to  a coin  show 
in  Milwaukee,  during  my  12th 
birthday,  to  buy  and  sell  at 
his  bourse  table.  I even  got 
to  sell  some  of  my  merchan- 
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dise,  where  once  again  sales 
were  good. 

I even  helped  Allan  out 
during  the  summer  and  winter 
months  doing  odd  jobs,  for 
which  he  would  help  fill 
thoes  empty  slots  in  the 
forders • Even  to  keep  me 
active  and  searcning  for 
more  material  Allan  would 
give  me  empty  folders  of  di- 
fferent series  so  that  the 
hunt  was  still  on.  Even  old 
catalogs  and  price  books 
were  handed  to  me  so  that  I 
could  gather  history  and 
knowledge  on  those  rainy 
days. 

Allan  Clark  passed  away 
April  26,  197*1  5 and  with  his 
loss,  a lot  of  potential 
collectors  never  began  the 
hobby.  I am  one  of  the  luck- 
ier junior  collectors  who 
had  a great  leader  to  help 
furthur  a budding  interest 
in  a hobby,  into  a business 
and  greater  hobby. 

Several  other  Wisconsin 
adults  have  also  done  this 
same  deed  in  helping  promote 
numismatics  through  the  you- 
th. Gerald  ’Gene’  Johnson, 
the  first  recipient  of  a 
'ALLAN  V.B.  CLARK  MEMORIAL 
AWARD'  in  197A?  was  just  re- 
cently honored  with  the  Num- 
ismatic Ambassador  Award  by 
Chester  Krause,  President  of 
Krause  Publication.  This  is 
a much  deserved  award  for 
Gene.  The  second  recipient 
was  Kurt  R.  Krueger,  who  has 
gone  onto  much  numismatic 
fame.  Peter  Phillips  of  Mad- 
ison was  the  third  to  reci- 
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eVe  an  award,  and  again  this 
year  Peter  was  honored  with 
a NOW  Award  Scholarship  to 
attend  the  ANA  Summer  Sem- 
inar. The  1977  winner,  Rich- 
ard Anderson  of  Menasha  was 
selected  for  his  talks  at 
several  schools,  the  Lions 
and  Rotary  functions,  and 
exhibiting  at  banks.  In  1978 
two  awards  were  handed  out. 
One  to  Falls  Coins  who  had 
been  promoting  numismatics 
to  the  youth  of  Menomonee 
Falls  area.  The  other  1978 
Allan  Clark  Award  was  pre- 
sented for  an  overall  past 
performance  to  Numismatic 
News.  Their  article  on  new 
finds,  new  issues,  history 
of  past  coinage,  mail  bid 
sales  and  general  news  rele- 
ases were  cited  as  reasons 
for  presenting  the  award.

One  of  the  highlights  of 
our  1980  summer  vacation  in 
Canada  was  a visit  to  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint  at  Winn- 
ipeg, Manitoba.  located  in 
an  open  field  outside  the 
sprawling  metropolis  of 
Winnipeg,  (624  thousand  peo- 
ple) this  beautiful  facility 
was  built  with  the  public  in 
mind. 

From  the  busy  four  lane 
highway,  the  futuristic  bui- 
lding and  beautiful  grounds 
give  no  indication  of  the 
pure  functional  nature  of 
this  minting  factory,  our 
party  actually  drove  past 
several  miles  before  reali- 
zing we  had  passed  the  Mint! 

The  Mint  building,  as 
portrayed  on  the  souvenir 
medalet,  is  eye  appealing 
and  ultra  modern  in  archit- 
ectual  design,  and  beautifu- 
lly landscaped  both  inside 
and  out,  with  growing  native 
shrubs,  plants  and  trees, 
set  around  a series  of  crys- 
tal clear  fountains  and 
waterfalls. 

Inside  the  building  is  a 
glass  walled,  two-story  lo- 
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bby,  which  gives  visitors  an 
eye  level,  and  birds  eye 
view  of  coin  production  in 
all  but  the  raw  metal  smelt- 
ing phases.  No  metal  smelt- 
ing is  done  at  the  Winnipeg 
Mint,  the  metal  coils  of 
blank  planchet  material  are 
delivered  ready  to  be  pu- 
nched. 

At  30  minute  intervals  a 
12  minute  film  on  minting  is 
shown  in  a 30  chair  audit- 
orium, the  film  is  coin 
history  oriented,  and  in  be- 
autiful color. 

The  entire  second  floor 
balcony  is  arranged  for  vis- 
itor viewing  and  touring 
fo Hoeing  the  film.  Double 
pane  window  glass  k:eeps 
noise  and  odors  inside  the 
factory,  and  bilingual  (Fre- 
nch 8?  English)  signs  and 
displays  lead  visitors  on  a 
step  by  step  trip  through 
the  minting  process.  Tour 
guides  are  provided  to  ans- 
wer questions,  but  the  signs 
and  illustrations  are  self- 
explanatory  . 

After  the  tour,  the  att- 
ractive coin  displays  in  the 
lower  lobby  were  very  pop- 
ular, the  ultra  modern  dis- 
plays were  tastefully  done 
in  attractive  colors* 

The  thing  that  impressed 
me  most  during  our  visit  was 
the  casual  sweeping  up  of 
the  spilled  coins  after  min- 
ting. True,  they  were  only 
aluminum  minor  coins  of 
Bangladesh,  but  seeing  coins 
swept  up  was  a new  experi- 
ence .

THOUGHTS  ON  EXHIBITS 

The  November  issue  of  the 
Numismatist  cast  some  rather 
gloomy  light  on  numismatic 
exhibiting,  an  area  of  con- 
cern that  every  show  chair- 
man in  Wisconsin  can  iden- 
tify with.  While  the  quality 
of  the  good  exhibits  has 
never  been  better  in  Wis- 
consin, the  number  of  cases 
displayed  is  a cause  of  con- 
cern. ANA  figures  from  1976 
to  1980  show  a drop  from  495 
cases  in  1976,  to  252  at  the 
1980  Cincinnati  convention. 
Exhibitors  dropped  from  151 
to  88  in  the  same  5 years. 


THE  LAFAYETTE 
MEMORIAL  DOLLAR 
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By  Mike  Segersin  - WNWA 

Among  the  American  cont- 
ributions to  the  1900  Paris 
Exposition  were  Paul  Bart- 
lett's Lafayette  equestrian 
statue  and  the  Lafayette 
Memorial  Dollar  designed  by 
Charles  Barber.  The  coin  was 
authorized  on  March  3,  1899, 
and  very  rapidly  became  a 
top  priority  project  at  the 
Mint. 

To  eliminate  the  usual 
preliminaries,  Barber  took 
full  responsibility  for  the 
design  of  the  coin.  On  March 
25,  1899,  Barber  wrote  to 
Director  Roberts  to  request 
a sketch  of  the  Lafayette 
Memorial  by  Paul  Bartlett. 

On  April  12,  1899  Barber 
submitted  several  sketches 
of  the  new  Lafayette  Memor- 
ial Dollar.  Among  the  de- 
signs were  the  portraits  of 
Washington  and  Lafayette. 
Also  there  was  much  confus- 
ion on  the  part  of  the  La- 
fayette Memorial  Commission 
as  to  whether  the  statue 
would  be  a single  figure  or 
the  familiar  equestrian  fig- 
ure. As  a result  of  the  con- 
fusion designs  were  submitt- 
ed containing  a single  fig- 
ure of  Lafayette  and  the 
equestrian  statue  of  Lafay- 
ette. Some  of  the  designs 
which  were  submitted  also 
contained  the  value  on  the 
obverse  and  a prayer  on  the 
reverse.  It  was  also  sugges- 
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ted  that  the  size  of  the 
dollar  be  increased.  This 
suggestion  was  rejected  be- 
cause of  the  stiking  diffic- 
ulty which  would  have  been 
encountered . 

The  designs  with  the 
single  figure  were  rejected 
because  there  was  no  author- 
ity for  using  the  single  fi- 
gure of  Lafayette.  The  con- 
fusion came  from  the  Lafay- 
ette Memorial  Committee. 
Apparently  they  did  not  know 
in  advance  of  the  April  12 
date  whether  the  statue 
would  be  the  single  figure 
or  the  equestrian  statue. 

Eventually,  director  Ro- 
berts approved  the  sketches 
showing  the  co-joined  heads 
of  Washington  and  Lafayette 
for  the  obverse  and  the  eq- 
uestrian statue  for  the 
reverse.  The  approval  came 
on  or  shortly  before  May  23, 
1899  and  was  given  without 
consulting  the  Lafayette 
Memorial  Commission. 

The  prototypes  that  Bar- 
ber used  for  the  heads  of 
Washington  and  Lafayette 
were  named  in  a letter  to 
the  Mint  Director  on  May  23, 
1899*  In  this  letter  Barber 
proposed  to  make  dies  from 
Houdon's  Head  of  Washington 
and  also  the  head  on  the  me- 
dal Washington  before  Boston 
by  DuViver.  For  the  Lafaye- 
tte head  he  proposed  to  use 
a French  medal  engraved  by 
Caunois  in  1824.  It  is  not 
really  clear  how  much  Barber 
relied  on  the  medals,  how-

ever,  it  can  be  assumed  that 
he  did  consult  the  Centen- 
nial of  Yorktown  medal  for 
the  obverse  design. 

The  first  Lafayette  Dol- 
lar was  struck  at  11:15  A.M. 
on  December  14,  1899*  The 
striking  proceeded  at  the 
rate  of  eighty  coins  per 
minute  and  the  entire  issue 
of  50,000  coins  were  struck 
on  December  14.  The  issue 
price  was  $ 2.  The  collectors 
even  back  in  the  early  1900 
era  were  interested  in  ob- 
taining the  first  strike  of 
the  Lafayette  Dollar.  The 
price  for  the  first  strike 
was  bid  up  to  $5000,  but  the 
coin  was  destined  to  be 
given  as  a presentation  pi- 
ece to  the  French  President. 


Of  the  orders  for  the 
50,000  coins,  30,000  coins 
were  ordered  from  New  York 
alone ,

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A NEW  TWIST 
TO  AN  OLD  HOBBY

There  are  many  ways  of 
collecting  coins,  two  of  the 
most  popular  are  date  set  of 
a series,  where  you  try  to 
obtain  a coin  of  each  date 
and  mint  mark,  and  the  type 
coin  set  where  only  a single 
coin  of  each  type  is  needed. 
These  are  by  far  the  most 
common  ways  of  collecting 
coins,  but  now  some  new  ways 
of  doing  the  same  thing! 

For  instance,  how  about 
collecting  Jefferson  nickels 
as  a set,  all  double  struck, 
or  maybe  a Bi-Centenial  set, 
all  3 coins  clipped,  or  a 
type  set,  all  off  center. 

Other  challenges  could 
be  a complete  set  of  known 
overdates,  this  would  inclu- 
de the  1942/1  dime,  1918/17 
Buffalo  nickel  and  Standing 
Liberty  quarter,  and  many 
other  famous  coins. 


A popular  error  collec- 
tion which  is  relatively  in- 
expensive is  the  die  varia- 
tions in  the  word  "Liberty” 
on  Lincoln  cents.  A more  ex- 
pensive but  interesting  set 
is  the  error  type  set,  which 
would  include  double  struck, 
off  center,  clips  and  wrong 
planche ts . 

There  are  two  sets  I 
like  personally,  these  are 
off  center  Indian  cents,  and 
cents  struck  on  dime  plan- 
chets . 

In  off  center  Indians,  I 
have  collected  13  different 
dates,  including  1863»  1882, 
1906  (AU)  and  1908  which  is 
a little  tougher  date.  On 
the  cents  on  dime  planchets, 
I had  1920,  1943-s,  1958, 
1963  and  1980,  but  recently 
sold  them  after  receiving  an 
offer  I couldn’t  refuse. 

So  if  you  are  looking 
for  a new  way  to  collect  old 
coins,  why  not  try  this 
"twist"?

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HISTORY  OF  THE  NICOLET 
COIN  CLUB 

By  Hank  Theele 


This  is  an  attempt  to 
put  on  paper  a brief  history 
of  the  development  of  the 
Nicolet  Coin  Club  at  Green 
Bay,  Wisconsin.  However, 
written  records  are  limited. 

From  the  surviving  minu- 
tes, it  appears  that  Paul  K. 
"temporary  Chairman",  called 
the  meeting  of  26  July  I960 
to  order,  and  that  the  first 
known  club  officers  were 
elected  at  that  meeting.  On 
2 3 August  I960  George  B. 
made  the  report  of  the  comm- 
ittee on  by-laws.  However, 
details  are  missing. 

By  31  December  I960  the 
club  had  40  paid  up  charter 
members.  That  compares  with 
about  65  paid  up  members  as 
of  Sept.  1980.  By  contrast, 
there  were  124  paid  up  mem- 
bers in  Nov.  1969* 

However,  in  a November 
1969  membership  study  it  was 
reported  that  "from  the  old 
club  membership  records  it 
was  found  that  we  originally 
had  25  founding  members  in 
the  Fall  of  1959”. 

Whatever  the  exact  date 
of  founding  of  the  club,  the 
first  meetings  were  held  at 
the  YKCA  on  Jefferson  Street 
in  downtown  Green  Bay.  In 
1973  meetings  were  moved  to 
the  Neville  Public  Museum  on 
Jefferson  and  Doty  Street  in 
downtown  Green  Bay. 

The  1969  study  on  mem-

bership  found  that  on  the 
average  a member  is  around 
for  only  2.8  years.  However, 
the  study  was  based  on  re- 
cords of  paid  up  members.  My 
own  experience  has  been  that 
people  join  and  then  leave 
and  later  return.  Also,  you 
do  not  have  to  be  a paid  up 
member  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings. 

Junior  members  were  30% 
of  the  charter  members  in 
I960.  But  in  1980  I don't 
recall  seeing  any  at  the 
meetings.  Presumably,  the 
high  prices  have  discouraged 
them.  They  are  still  to  be 
seen  at  the  local  "flea-mar- 
kets" where  low  priced  coins 
can  be  found. 

The  buying  and  selling 
of  coins  was  the  driving 
force  of  the  club  in  the  mid 
1960s.  As  a young  kid  I can 
remember  that  it  was  the 
best  place  to  go  to  buy  or 
sell  coins.  From  time  to 
time  someone  would  open  a 
part  time  coin  shop,  usually 
to  close  it  within  two  or 
three  years.  There  were  and 
still  are  some  Antique  Deal- 
ers who  dabble  part  time  in 
coins.  But  in  the  '60s  the 
action  was  at  the  twice  mon- 
thly club  meetings.  Since 
about  1974  Green  Bay  has  had 
full  time  coin  dealers. 

The  mid  1970s  saw  some 
changes.  The  local  coin  mar- 
ket moved  out  from  the  club 
meetings.  Full  time  coin 
dealers  became  nermanently 
established  in  the  Green  Bay

area.  At  about  the  same  time 
the  low  priced  coins  that 
the  young  collectors  like 
moved  out  to  the  "flea- 
markets"  , 

Around  here  profit  was 
always  a motive  behind  coll- 
ecting, From  the  beginihg 
people  were  learning  Numis- 
matics to  pick  the  goodies 
from  out  of  circulation. 
When  the  goodies  were  gone 
interest  started  to  fall 
off 

‘Fortunately  interest  was 
sustained  over  time  by  econ- 
omic changes  and  government 
activities.  As  the  older 
coins  rapidly  disappeared 
the  new  Kennedy  half,  the 
change  in  coinage  metals, 
and  the  premium  once  paid 
for  silver  certificates 
(remember  them?)  helped  keep 
interest  up  in  the  1960s. 

In  the  1970s  the  fluctu- 
ating price  of  bullion,  the 
new  dollar  coins,  and  spec- 
ulation helped  maintain  the 
little  interest  that  remains 
in  Numismatics.  A surge  in 
the  price  of  silver  or  gold 
will  always  see  more  people 
at  the  meetings. 

Since  the  late  60s  the 
club  has  experimented  with 
guest  speakers,  movies  and 
slide-shows.  A club  picnic 
and  club  banquet  were  estab- 
lished. A flood  of  money 
from  some  very  successful 
winter  and  spring  coin  shows 
subsidized  activities.  Since 
the  mid-60s  the  club  has  had 
an  attendance  prize  and  a 
self-sustaining  door  prize 


given  out  at  the  meetings. 
In  the  late  1970s  a financ- 
ial crunch  set  in,  and  in 
1980  the  picnic  was  cancel- 
led to  conserve  funds. 

The  club  has  a hard  core 
attendance  at  meetings  of  15 
to  30  people.  The  summer 
1980  attendance  has  averaged 
about  22  people. 

Who  comes  to  the  meet- 
ings? The  people  all  appear 
to  be  part  of  the  "Middle 
Class".  Well  to  do  but  not 
rich.  No  one  dresses  up. 

In  January  of  1968  the 
club  incorporated  itself 
under  Chapter  181  of  the 
Wisconsin  Statutes.  The  Nic- 
olet  Coin  Club,  Inc.,  is 
"without  stock  and  not  for 
profit".  The  incorporation 
allows  the  people  who  comp- 
rise the  club  a limited 
liability  while  on  club  bus- 
iness. Incorporation  was 
deemed  necessary  after  thre- 
ats of  a law  suit  were  made. 
The  law  suit  never  material- 
ized. 

Green  Bay  was  host  to 
three  NOW  Coin  Shows.  The 
first  was  in  1965*  Another 
in  1970  and  1976.  The  most 
successful  coin  show  we  ever 
had  was  the  Billion  Dollar 
Treasury  Exhibit  show  on  23 
March  1969*  We  gained  22  new 
members  from  that  show 
alone .

NUMISMATIC  MEPA"  ARRIVES 


Male  chauvinists,  if  you 
have  doubted  the  feminist 
revolution  of  the  1970's  was 
real,  the  July  1980  issue  of 
"Good  Housekeeping"  magazine 
would  surely  change  your 
mind!
